ROSE MAKES POP 
CULTURE WAVES AS 
HE BATTLES BACK TO 
BULLS FROM INJURY

Derrick Rose hasn’t set foot on the hardwood 
since he tore his ACL in April, but he’s cer- 
tainly held court in 2012 pop culture. 

No. I draft pick. Rookie of the year. The 
first Bulls All-Star since Michael Jordan. The 
league’s youngest-ever MVP. Rose already had 
those bullet points on his resume heading into 
last season. As he works toward his return to 
the court, he has made waves off of it, and 
Chicago can’t get enough of the 24-year-old. 

As if Rose wasn’t Chicago enough— he 
grew up in Englewood and played ball at 
Simeon Career Academy in Chatham— he 
entrenched himself further in the city this 
year. In March, he dropped $2.8 million for 
a condo in Trump Tower. In September, he 
announced the launch of the D Rose 3 shoe 
as part of his lifetime contract with Adidas, 
footwear loaded with symbols from his child- 
hood in Chicago. He also acquired an equity 
stake in and became a spokesman for city 
staple Giordano’s Pizza. In November, he and 
his girlfriend introduced their new son, PJ., to 
the city via Twitter. Three photos got nearly 
15,000 shares on the site. 

For all those reasons and more. Rose is 
RedEye’s 2012 Pop Person of the Thar, our 
annual acknowledgment of the person— or 
people— who have had the greatest impact on 
pop culture, for better or worse. He joins the 
likes of Melissa McCarthy (2011), Kanye West

(2010) and Lady Gaga (2009) in the annals of 
news, sports and gossip. 

His efforts to get back on the court have 
been well documented. “The Return,” a series 
of videos he executive-produced in conjunc- 
tion with Adidas, chronicled his impassioned 
journey to regain his strength. The six-part 
Web series focused not just on his recovery, 
but also his following. 

“My true fans, they know, man. I’m never 
gonna stop. I know I got my family, my friends 
and the city behind me. I wouldn’t be here 
if it weren’t for my fans,” he says in the final 
episode. “That’s my life. That’s what you’re 
not understanding. I would die on that court. 
Like, die. I’m gonna go all in for it.” 

Rose showed similar emotion at the launch 
of the D Rose 3 in September, a month in 
which Chicago saw 41 homicides. When 
asked about the inspiration he gets from his 
fans, he teared up at the press conference. 


“It’s truly a blessing, man. With all this stuff 
that’s going on in this city, a kid from Engle- 
wood’s got something positive going on, that 
makes me feel so good, man,” he said. “I went 
through so much, to have, like, true fans, it 
means a lot to me and I know it means a lot 
to my family Because we aren’t supposed to 
be here, at all, but God made the way This is 
truly unreal. I’m just happy I have true fans 
out there.” 

“Sometimes athletes represent our fanta- 
sies,” says Columbia College associate profes- 
sor Erin McCarthy who has taught and studied 
sports history But Rose, she says, isn’t about 
showing off fancy cars or expensive jewelry 
This year, he’s spent time off the court buying 
a home, having a child and investing long-term 
in the city where he grew up, all while remain- 
ing humble about his achievements. That 
makes him aU the more endearing. 

“I think it’s a very challenging thing when 


someone has exceptional talent all their lives, 
they are told the rules don’t apply to them,” 
she said. “I think people notice that, he’s got 
the talent, but he seems to be not succumb- 
ing to the temptation or lifestyles many of his 
peers do.” 

Marc Silverman, co-host of ESPN radio’s 
“Waddle and Silvy” said Rose’s selflessness on 
and off the court makes him beloved. 

“How many humble athletes do you know?” 
he said. “That’s an oxymoron, isn’t it?” 

Stacey King, former Bulls player and color 
commentator for the team, said it’s all what- 
you-see-is-what-you-get with jersey No. i, and 
that’s not about to change. 

“He hasn’t changed one bit. That’s great 
to see because a lot of times those successes 
that come early {for young players], it’s com- 
mon knowledge that they change a little bit,” 
he said, adding that the only way Rose will 
change is if people make him, which is un-

Not in Michigan unions 


THE OPPOSITION 

James P. Hoffa, president of the Teamsters 
union, denounced Republican leaders in a 
speech to the protesters. “Let me tell the 
governor and all those elected officials who 
vote for this shameful, divisive bill-there 
will be repercussions,” Hoffa said, adding 
the Republicans could be defeated in the 
next election. 


LANSING, Mich. Michigan enacted a ban 
on mandatory union membership Tuesday 
dealing a stunning blow to organized labor in 
the state that is home to U.S. automakers and 
the symbol of industrial labor in the U.S. 

As more than 12,000 unionized workers 
and supporters protested at the Capitol in 
Lansing, the Republican-led state House of 
Representatives gave final approval to a pair 
of “right-to-work” bills covering public- and 
private-sector unions. 

Gov Rick Snyder, a Republican, signed 
the bills into law as soon as they reached his 
desk, completing in a few days a campaign 
to make Michigan the 24th state to prohibit 
unions from requiring employees to join and 
contribute dues. 

“I view this as an opportunity to stand up 
for Michigan’s workers, to be pro-worker,” 


Snyder said after he signed the bills. 

The laws will take effect 90 days after the 
end of the legislative session, which means 
they will probably come into force sometime 
in April. 

Existing union contracts will not be 
changed until they expire, according to a 
provision of the laws. 


3 dead in Ore.

U.S. pressures

President Obama 
said Tuesday that the 
U.S. now recognizes 
a newly formed coali- 
tion of Syrian opposi- 
tion groups, a move 
aimed at ratcheting 
up pressure on Syrian 
President Bashar 
al-Assad. The move, 
which Obama re- 
vealed in an interview 
with ABC News, could 
give new internation- 
al legitimacy to the 
rebels. 


Female exec 
progress slows 

Although women 
make up nearly half 
of the U.S. workforce, 
only 16.6 percent 
have seats on the 
boards of Fortune 
500 companies and 
the number has 
barely budged since 
2005, according to 
a study released on 
Tuesday. The Catalyst

previous year. 


North Korea 
reaches space? 

North Korea 
launched its second 
long-range rocket of

Was it a challenge going into the recording of 'Total Loss'' 
knowing people would be paying attention this time 
around? 

It was nerve-wracking sometimes, but I tried to ride the 
positivity People were super-stoked about my first record, 
which was something very, very dear to me.

Star sues ^Storage Wars’ 


Los Angeles Times 

“Storage Wars” star Dave Hester is suing 
A&E, claiming its hit reality show is a fake. 

Hester— whose aggressive bidding 
call “Yuuup!” has become a catch-phrase 
emblazoned on T-shirts — filed suit in Los 
Angeles Superior Court on Tuesday, claiming 
that he was fired after he complained that 
producers were planting exotic and expensive 
items to pump up drama on the show 

“Storage Wars,” which premiered in 2010, 
features Hester and other bidders competing 
over abandoned storage lockers in public 


auctions. Hester was the owner of a thrift 
store in Costa Mesa, Calif, that is now 
closed. 

Hester essentially serves as the show’s 
villain, working to bid up lockers he has no 
intention of buying and frequently trash- 
talking other players. 

Hester and the producers had been 
sparring behind the scenes recently, and 
some news reports suggested he might not 
return for the show’s new season. 

An A&E representative could not be 
immediately reached for comment.

‘Lincoln’ looms large

Steven Spielberg’s historical epic “Lincoln” 
earned a record-setting 13 Broadcast Film 
Critics Association Critics’ Choice Mov- 
ie Award nominations Tuesday morning.
